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ALLOWANCE 
Response to Arguments 

1 . Applicant's arguments, see pages 10-19 of the Remarks, filed on May 24, 2005, with respect to 
claims 1-20 have been fiilly considered and are persuasive. The rejection of these claims has been 
withdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 2-11, 13-22 are allowed and are re-numbered to 1-20. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The instant invention defines an apparatus and a method for matching two or more visualized 
measured results obtained with a medical device fi-om an examination subject as disclosed in independent 
claims 21 and 22. The claimed invention distinguishes over the prior art by the manner in which it is 
determined if a sufficient number of landmarks has been arranged in said first visualized measured result, 
and if yes, analyzing a spatial allocation of said arranged landmarks in said first visualized measured 
result using a first algorithm. The claimed combination allows for improving a method for matching 
measured results. 

Matching measured results (i.e., images, data, etc.) is conventional in the art. However, the prior 
art of record fails to teach arranging two or more landmarks in a visualized measured result in a 
geometrical arrangement and determining if a sufficient number of landmarks has been arranged in the 
visualized measured result, and if yes, analyzing a spatial arrangement of said arranged landmarks in 
visualized measured result using first algorithm. These elements in combination with all of the other 
elements of the claims are not taught or fairly suggested in the prior art of record. The dependent claims 
2-1 1 and 13-20 are allowed for the same reasons.
